Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Group I, drawn to claims 1 - 4, which claim a method of programming a non-volatile 
memory. 

Group n, drawn to claims 5-8, which claim a method of erasing a non- volatile 
memory.
